(ye a year, for many years, the WSCF has asked both its own 


members and the entire Christian community throughout the 


world to join in special prayers for students. This annual event might — 


become another of those “‘vain repetitions’? about which our Lord 
warned the Church of his own day. It might be that, if it were a matter 
of mere routine for those who participated in previous years — a tradi- 
tion to be continued without question and, perhaps, without enthu- 
siasm. It might be vain and it would certainly be repetitious if obsery- 
ance of the Universal Day of Prayer carried with it the assumption 


that some good would be done simply by a multitude of Christians — 


using the same words at the same time in different parts of the world. 
That would be to make prayer into a form of magic. Christian inter- 
cession demands both an effort of attention and an honesty of intention. 
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“Men ought always to 


pray, and not to faint.”

AL DAY OF PRAYER FOR STUDENTS 


But a Call to Prayer for students has been repeated every year. Why 
must it be done again and again? Is there any evidence that God 
heard us last year or the year before that ? This question bothers some 
_ people about all prayers of petition or intercession. Here is no place 

to attempt a general answer, except to point out that it was Christ 
himself who told the story of the importunate widow (Luke 18) as an 
illustration that men should continue to pray — without ceasing — 
even when their prayers seem not to be answered. Our prayers reveal both 
_ the things we most want and the degree to which we trust God to provide 
_ them. When we cease praying for our neighbour, either we have ceased 
4 caring about him or we have put our trust somewhere else than in God. 
- Those who care about students, then, ought always to pray for them, 
and not become weary or lose heart. 
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‘Students need our prayer as never before. In every country they 7 
are at the centre of intellectual turmoil and social revolution. In Asia, 
Africa, and in other places the universities assume a new importance ~ 
in the building of new nations— and many of these post-secondary — 
institutions are very new themselves. Pray for the professors and — 
administrators of such schools, who bear very heavy burdens of respon- — 
sibility both for the building up of an indigenous community of learning — 
and for the training of ill-prepared students to become mature and 
reliable leaders of society, in a hurry ! 


Pray for the students themselves in every part of the world. They — 
are more numerous than ever. Enrolment continues to increase more 

rapidly than the provision of buildings, libraries, and qualified teachers. : 
Students today live in an atmosphere of exaggerated competition both ~ 
for educational opportunity and for jobs when they graduate. What — 
is the spiritual effect of such conditions ? Pray for those students who ~ 
have physical needs, who suffer ill health, poverty, anxiety, and dis- 

couragement ; and for refugee students, some of whom are to be found ? 
_ in almost every country, cut off from friends and family, with nothing 4 
to foresee but uncertainty and exile. Pray for those Christian students — 
who have become alienated from faith, and for the many more who are — 
unable to decide or to commit themselves to anything. Pray for those — 
who have little possibility of confrontation with the Gospel because — 
of their non-Christian environment. 


Above all, your prayers are asked for those fellowships of Christian 

students, professors, and university pastors in nearly seventy countries _ 
that are members of the WSCF. This year and for several years to © 
come these SCMs will focus their attention on the meaning of the Life 
and Mission of the Church for our generation. Students and their — 
leaders are now engaged in preparatory work for an international — 
WSCF conference on the Life and Mission of the Church to take place — 
in Strasbourg next July. We ask you to join us in earnest prayer for — 
God’s blessing on this work, that with clearer vision of his purpose — 
for the world through his Church, new vitality and sense of direction _ 


may come to all the SCMs, and to each student a new awareness of 
his calling in Christ Jesus.

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AMERICA 


South America 
Argentina 


The first national conference of the SCM of Argentina will take place ; 
in Buenos Aires, January 30 to February 5, 1960, on the theme, ‘“‘Challenge ee 
and Mission’. The main purpose of the conference is to unite small student 
groups of the interior of the country and to provide the stimulation needed 
by the SCM of Buenos Aires in its rebirth. 

The main emphasis of the SCM program in the past year has been the 
Life and Mission of the Church. They have held meetings once or twice — My 
a month on related themes, including a lecture by Suzanne de Dietrich during ‘ 
her visit to Latin America, and a panel discussion between a Protestant, a 
Catholic, and an atheist. A two-day retreat was held in October on the theme, 

“The Christian and the University”, with Mauricio Lopez as leader. Some 
pioneering work in the formation of “cell groups” of Christian students in i 
the different colleges has been undertaken. Students are also going out two cs 
by two to visit student groups in the interior of the country. * 
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Brazil 


The SCM of Brazil, led by a staff of twelve, located in a new head- 
quarters building in Sdo Paulo, has a full and varied life. Worship is the 
basis of all their work: in Sdo Paulo students meet weekly for prayer in 
various churches, and monthly services of worship, praise, and preaching 
provide an opportunity for evangelism and community life in several uni- 
versity centres. Evangelism and witness are also carried on through par- 
ticipation in student political action, pastoral care, and sharing in a mission 
in an industrial area. Community service has included emergency relief 
work among flood victims, participation in work camps, and a project in 
which secondary school students were given an experience of community 
living while working during vacation in industry and business in Sao Paulo. 

The Brazilian SCM believes study is an essential part of its life. Works 


by Kierkegaard, John Mackay, Suzanne de Dietrich, and Emil Brunner 


have been studied in various centres, and during the summer vacation weekly 
meetings were held in Sado Paulo to study articles on sociology, economics, 
and philosophy in Brazilian life. The two Bible study conferences held in 
Brazil in 1959 were a highlight in the life of the Movement. During the first, 
sponsored by the WSCF, a dozen Brazilian SCM and church leaders studied 
and worshipped with others from almost every South American country, and 
during the second Brazilians of many denominations met together. 

Work among secondary school students is full of vitality and hope, but 
presents many problems. The staff has visited many schools in the interior, 
and has the co-operation of interested teachers and principals. This has 


led to some work with the teachers in their own right — a new chapter in © 


the Movement’s work ‘which, like other areas, is full of challenge, oppor- 
tunities, and problems’’. 


Bolivia 


What is the SCM to preach in the university ? Where is it to preach it ? 
And how ? These are some of the questions members of the SCM in La Paz 
are asking in their study of the Mission of the SCM. They come from the 
faculties of law, medicine, and finance, and from the teacher training college. 
Last summer they participated in a work camp which made cement blocks 


for the construction of a church. When Mauricio Lépez visited Bolivia this — 


last year meetings were held with student groups in Sucre and Cochabamba, 
as well as La Paz. : 


In seven years of existence the Bolivian SCM has worked slowly and 


with care and patience. They now have great need of a half- or even a full- 
time Secretary to lead them. They ask for the prayers of all SCM groups 
that they may be faithful in the task God has given them to do. 
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The new General Secretary of the Chilean SCM, Siegwart Berendes of 
Germany, will begin his work in January 1960, supported by the WSCF 
Mutual Assistance Program, the Canadian SCM, and the Lutheran World 
Federation, in co-operation with the Chilean Movement. He will work 
also among students of the German community in Chile, thus helping to 
bridge the gap between Chilean students and those in the newer European 
community. 

A new student home has been opened in Concepcién, and it is hoped 
that in the near future an SCM branch can be organized in Iquique, a city 
in the north of Chile. 


Colombia 


The first national conference of Christian students was held in Bogota, 
Colombia, in July 1959, to study the situation of the SCM, its problems 
and the problems of the university and the students, the relationship between 
the SCM and the Church, the significance of ecumenism to the SCM, and 
leadership training. A national committee, representing four denominations, 
was formed to plan the future work of the SCM, and regional and correspond- 
ing secretaries have been named for five university centres where there are 
student Christian groups. It was decided that the Movement should include 
university students, those from technical, commercial, and other specialized 
colleges, and those in the last two years of secondary school. Plans are being 
made to establish a student centre in Bogota where there are about 100 Evan- 

- gelical students.

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The greatest problem facing the national committee is how to find means 2 
to employ a full-time or half-time Secretary to co-ordinate the work through- 
out the country and to help bring the SCM into closer touch with the WSCF — 
and its. other member Movements. 


Ecuador 


Christian leaders in Ecuador write of the great opportunities for work 
among students in that country, but that there is no-one with time to under- 
take it. One man writes that for the sake of the future leadership of the 
church there is urgent need for a student worker in at least every university 
in Latin America with 1,000 students. 


Peru 


Work among Christian students is expanding in Peru. In Trujillo a small | 
group meets regularly during the academic year. In Lima, the capital, a 
group meets each week in the Methodist Student Hostel, with an average 
attendance of twenty-five. Their activities have included play reading, studies 
of the prophets, and a study of man from the sociological, psychological, and 
religious point of view. The most popular meetings were a series on world 
problems and a study of communism, socialism, and Christianity. Plans 
are being made to organize, in co-operation with the YMCA, a series of © 
Bible studies, and there is also hope of forming an SCM branch in the Amer- 
ican College in Callao. A highlight of SCM life this year was an institute 
for pastors and students with Suzanne de Dietrich as leader. 


Surinam 


Mauricio Lopez made the first Federation visit to Surinam. in August 
1959. One of the most urgent needs of Christians in this country is to be 
brought out of their isolation and into contact with those in other lands. 
There is a law school and a medical school, and conversations with church 
leaders indicate that there is a good chance of beginning student Christian 
work on an ecumenical basis. About 400 students from Surinam are now 
studying in the Netherlands. It is hoped that there may be one representative 
of Surinam at the WSCF Strasbourg conference. 


Uruguay 


The growth of the SCM in the university in Montevideo in the past year 
has exceeded all expectations: the number of members has doubled, and 
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Library of the University of Venezuela, Caracas 


there is much interest among young people who are not yet church members. 
Contacts have been established with Catholic leaders in the French lycée, 
and there has been some work with students in secondary schools. The 
great need is for a half-time or full-time Secretary who can give leadership 
to the work and help to widen the horizons of the SCM. They are negotiating 
at present with the Brazilian SCM which has offered to send one of its leaders, 
Edir Cardoso, to serve as General Secretary. 


Venezuela 


There is a tremendous opportunity for Christian witness among students 
in Venezuela at the present time. Since the overthrow of the dictatorship, 
the interest in education has greatly increased ; enrolment at the university 
’ in Caracas is larger than ever before, and new universities are being established. 

The Circulo de Cristianos Universitarios continues to meet in Caracas, 
seeking to discover its role in the university and within the life of the Venezuelan 
church, which in general has very little work among intellectuals. The pro- 
gram of the Circulo aims to meet the spiritual needs of its members as well 
as to stimulate an interest in student work on the part of the churches. Once 
a month it meets in one or another of the city’s churches, where it is led by 
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the pastor in discussion of some topic which will deepen the students’ own 
faith and prepare them for a witness on the campus. Among these have, 
been “St. Paul’s Concept of Witness’’, “Christian Citizenship”, “Archaeology 
and the Scriptures”, “The Unity of the New Testament”, and “The Modern 
Missionary Movement”. They also held a successful retreat last May, and 


publish a bulletin, Envio, which gives news of their activities. 


Caribbean Islands, Central America and Mexico 


Cuba 


The SCM in Cuba has resumed its work with the re-opening of the uni- 
versities after the revolution. There are many students in the groups in 
Havana, Santa Clara, and Santiago de Cuba, but there is an urgent need 
for leadership, and especially for a full-time Secretary, who would assist in 
the organization of a national Movement. It is hoped that it may be possible 
soon to organize a leadership training course for Cuban students. 


Dominican Republic 


Mauricio Lopez was unfortunately again. prevented from visiting the 
Dominican Republic. However, the university group in Ciudad de Trujillo 
has continued to meet under the leadership of the Rev. Alfonso Lopez Y., 
director of the Central Evangelical College. 


Haiti 


There is a government university in Port au Prince with an enrolment 
of 1,000 students, among them some Baptists, Episcopalians, and Methodists. — 
The Federation will maintain the contacts established by Mauricio Lopez 
during his recent visit, and hopes to arrange for another in the future. 


Jamaica 


The Jamaican SCM has expanded greatly in recent ‘years and there are 
now groups all over the island, but the work in the University College of the 
West Indies and in the many secondary schools needs to be strengthened. 


A new General Secretary will take over when John Stewart leaves at the 
end of 1959. 
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~ i rentopieal students’ course for the Caribbean area was held in Kingston 
~ last July, and the Movement had a very successful summer conference at the 
_ Jamaican School of Agriculture. 


: Puerto Rico 


There are six branches of the Puerto Rican SCM, with an especially active 
- group at the university in Rio Piedras, which has an enrolment of about 
15,000 students, about ten per cent of whom are Evangelicals. A leadership 
ing course was held there in August and helped to make the SCM con- 


scious of its great possibilities. It is expected that a chaplain to the university 


_ will be appointed soon, and this should help greatly the work of the SCM. 
There are also plans to start work in some of the secondary schools and in 
the junior college. 

Trinidad 


The first visit of a Federation Secretary to Trinidad was made by Mauricio 


_. Lopez in 1959. There are several institutions of higher learning on the island, 


and Ed Lute, a former leader of the Canadian SCM, is director of one of 
the colleges in San Fernando. The YMCA is in the process of re-establishing 
its work in Port of Spain, and the Federation will maintain the contacts 
established by Mauricio with all these leaders interested in student work. 


Central America 


The six countries of Central America present a wonderful opportunity 
for Evangelical student work done on an ecumenical basis, and funds have 
now been provided to support a full-time Travelling Secretary to carry on 
this effort. Small groups of Christian students already exist in Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, El Salvador, Panama, and Honduras, and there is a very active 
group in Guatemala. 


Mexico 


The SCM in Mexico is in the process of reorganizing its total program. 
_ Eduardo Dallal, who was a delegate to the last WSCF General Committee, 
is carrying on a survey of the whole university and church situation in Mexico 
in an effort to discover the most effective way of doing student Christian 
- work there. José Nieto, a former SCM member, is now studying in Stras- 
bourg on the scholarship provided for a Latin American student, and he 
will be able to give valuable leadership to the Movement on his return. 
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Students in the library of

West Africa 


Cameroons 


There is no organized SCM in the Cameroons, but there are groups of 
Christian students in the high schools of Douala, Libamba, and Yaoundé, 
and efforts are being made to co-ordinate their work, with the assistance of 
Gerhard Markhoff who has been selected by the French SCM to work 
especially with students. A program of Bible study on the Church has led 
to the decision to undertake an inquiry on “How do people look at the 
Church ?”. They will try to discover what people think of Christians in 
general and of pastors, what they believe the Church should be, and what 
use it is and should be in society, all this with the practical aim of seeing 
what responsibilities the students themselves should assume. Plans are being 
made to take charge of the Sunday schools, which no longer exist in some — 
parishes, and to give leadership to church youth groups. There will also 
be teams which will go into various districts of Douala to lead Bible studies, — 
which cannot be held in the churches because the parishes are too large. 
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~ Dahomey 


There are now SCM branches in all the government colleges and high 
schools of Dahomey. During the past year their activities have centred on 
Bible study, the study of literature, and social activities, Meetings for study 
alternate with those at which an address is given on some subject of current 
interest such as “Marriage”, “The Occult Powers”, “The Existentialism of 
Sartre’, etc. Last May the SCM organized, in Porto Novo and Cotonou, 
a series of five public meetings on the subject, “Science and Faith”, which 
were well attended. Members of the Cotonou branch serve as Sunday school 
teachers, and the national camp which was held recently at Porto Novo 
emphasized leadership training. 


Dakar 


There is now a small group of Protestant students who are eager to organ- 
ize themselves to bring a Christian witness in the University of Dakar. Inga- 
Brita Castrén will begin her visit to Africa as Federation Secretary with a 
few days in Dakar. 


Ghana 


The new Travelling Secretary, Ernest B. Stafford of Gambia, started his 
work for the SCM of Ghana in April 1959. He immediately began visiting the 
thirty-three branches to acquaint himself with the work of the SCM, and 
there are already plans to open new branches in several secondary schools 
soon. The work of General Secretary is carried by Nicholas Anim in spite 
of the fact that he has a full schedule of teaching. Plans have been discussed 
for a campaign to raise money for an SCM House, where the new Secretary 
could live and activities of the SCM be held. 


Ivory Coast 


The SCM in Schools in the Ivory Coast has only existed for a year, but 
it has already given a wonderful opportunity for some boys and girls to show 
gifts of Christian leadership. A General Assembly was held in April with 
about forty participants, and a very successful summer camp on the subject 
of “Prayer” drew young people from six different schools. 

It is hoped that during the coming year a SCM group can be organized 
among students in the three university faculties being created in Abidjan, 
the capital of the Ivory Coast. 
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Liberia 


The National Student Christian Council of Liberia was organized in 
1958 and is composed of the Y Phalanx Fraternity and the College YWCA 
of the University of Liberia, the Student Christian Association of Cuttington 
College and Divinity School, and groups of boys and girls in all the high 
schools of the country. The NSCC has not only participated itself in the 
Federation’s Life and Mission of the Church program, but as a result of its 
work the United Christian Fellowship Conference,. an ecumenical body 
bringing together the leaders of the whole Christian community of Liberia, 
took this as its study subject for 1959. 


A successful consultation on “Sex, Marriage, and Family Life’? was 
held in April, bringing together teachers, ministers, school administrators, 
youth workers, and students. The meeting produced a Manifesto which 
received much attention throughout Liberia. In addition, the NSCC requested 
authorities to prepare papers on various subjects such as ‘““The Muslim Con- 
cept of God’, “The Christian Concept of God’’, “Christianity and African 
Faiths and Beliefs”, ‘““The Church — What Is It? What Is its Role in Africa 
Today ?’’, ‘““The Indigenization of Christian Theology in Africa’, and “The 
Unity of the Church’’. These papers were sent to local groups for study, 
and the findings returned to the NSCC for co-ordination. 


The annual conferences, one for boys and one for girls, are attended 
by young people from all over the country and are the most important feature 
of the work in high schools. In October 1959, the schools groups held their 


Participants in the General Assembly of the SCM in Schools in the Ivory Coast 
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yearly “General Assembly of the United Nations”, and the boys’ group is 
working to give high school students an idea of how their government func- 
tions, and is bringing them to Monrovia for training in a model “legislature”’. 


The SCA of Cuttington College also held a successful retreat for the- 
ological students during the year. 


Nigeria 


Growth is still the keyword in the SCM in Nigeria. There were two 
branches in 1940, twenty in 1956, and there will quite likely be 200 in 1960, 
with groups in the university college and all the leading technical and teacher 
training colleges and secondary schools except those run by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. There are even groups in several Moslem institutions. 

“Christian Responsibility in Independent Nigeria’ was the very topical 

_ theme of the most recent national. conference, for the country is scheduled 
_ to achieve independence in 1960. Calling out and equipping men for the 
tasks ahead ; making the Church truly indigenous, yet maintaining its full 
Christian heritage, in worship, social institutions, and theology; finding 
the way for Christian witness in the ever-changing political scene ; church 
unity, nationalism, and the international relations of the Church ; international 
and national unity — these are some of the things which preoccupy the minds 
of leaders and members of the Nigerian SCM. They are also trying to build 
an SCM House and office in Ibadan, to publish more and better literature, 
to develop relations with churches and the Nigerian public, to strengthen 
the national organization as opposed to the regional basis which the great 
distances dictate, and to strengthen their membership in the Federation, 
especially through increased contacts with other African SCMs. 


g Recently vigorous ecumenical study groups of SCM Senior Friends have 
developed in seven towns, and these, together with the new Student Church 

- Service Reserve, are endeavouring to equip laymen in the professional classes 

to provide intelligent and devoted service to the Church and its mission. 


Sierra Leone 


Over one hundred delegates attended the twelfth annual conference of the 

SCM in Sierra Leone. It was the first conference to be held in the provinces, 

which meant that the branches in areas not near the capital of Freetown could 

- attend. The theme was the Life and Mission of the Church in Sierra Leone. 

Since the WSCF Leadership Training Course in Aburi, Ghana, this past 

year, Bible study groups have been formed among Senior Friends, for student 
leaders of school branches, and for students in colleges and schools. 


~All branches have Bible study at least twice a month, in addition to dis- 
cussions, lectures, and debates, and all are engaged in some type of extra- 
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National Executive of the Nigerian SCM at the recent national conference 


mural activity : conducting literacy classes, leading church services, visiting 
hospitals, prisons, and the school for the blind, and teaching Sunday school. 
The branch at Fourah Bay College has a membership of over sixty, all other 
branches of over thirty-five, and all have Senior Friends who are eager to 
help them in their work. A new constitution providing for a separate SCM 
in Schools was adopted by the annual conference. 


East Africa 


Ethiopia 


Work among Orthodox students in Addis Ababa has continued, under the 
leadership of Paul Verghese, formerly of the Indian SCM staff, who was 
one of the leaders of Bible study at the WSCF Life-and Mission of the Church 
conference in Rangoon. A very successful three-day conference for Orthodox 
students, the first of its kind ever to be held in Ethiopia, was held in May, 
with a participation of about sixty. 


Kenya = 


The Kenya Student Christian Fellowship, a federation of Student Chris- 
tian Unions and similar groups in secondary schools and teacher training 
colleges, was formed in 1959. Its aims are to link such Unions, to encourage 
students in the daily reading of the Bible and loyal membership of their

_ churches, and to assist in the organization of Christian camps and conferences. 


They have published a leaflet on how to run a Christian Union, and are 
hoping to employ a full-time Travelling Secretary who would visit the Unions, 
and give them help with their work. The KSCF is becoming a member of 


the Christian Council of Kenya. 


Sudan 


The Federation has had little news recently about Christian students in 
the Sudan, but Frank Glendenning, WSCF Secretary, will go there during 
his visit to Africa in April 1960 in the hope that some contact may be estab- 
lished with the Christian student group in the University of Khartoum. 


Tanganyika 


There is no organized student work in Tanganyika, but several groups 
of Christian students exist, in, for instance, high schools and teacher training 
colleges in Dar es Salaam, the capital, and it is hoped that the visit of Frank 
Glendenning may lay the foundations for a further development of this work. 
A work camp of ten American college students was held in Tanganyika in 
1959, and an international work camp is being planned for some time in the 
future. 


Uganda 


The Makerere College Christian Union is made up of six groups organized 
in the six residence halls. Each hall has a Bible study group, some of which 
meet weekly, others fortnightly. Recently the groups have been using notes 
of the Bible Reading Fellowship and other study outlines and have found 
them very valuable. There are also discussion groups on such widely varied 
subjects as “Christianity and Politics”, “Christian Marriage”, and “The 
Lambeth Conference Report (1958)”’. 

Women students have been giving Christian service in homes for orphans, 
and the men students have been working in boys’ clubs around Kampala. 
Plans are being made to help with church work in an African housing estate, 
and classes are being organized for the college laboratory and library assistants 
and clerical staff, and Sunday school for the college junior staff children. 

Retreats for all members of the Union are organized by the Co-ordinating 
Committee, which is made up of one leader from each of the residence hall 
groups, and a General Secretary and Librarian chosen by them. But the most 
vital unifying factor for the Christian students is the service of Holy Commun- 
ion held every Sunday in the college chapel. 
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Belgian Congo 


Up until the present time it has not been possible for the Federation to 
increase its links with the Belgian Congo, but Inga-Brita Castrén will visit 
both Leopoldville and Elizabethville during her tour of Africa in the spring 
of 1960. It is very important that everything possible be done to help © 
Christian students there at this critical moment in the political history of 
their country. 

A plan has also been proposed to establish a Protestant theological faculty 
in proximity to the university at Elizabethville, for there are a good number 
of Protestant students ready to begin pre-university or university theological 
study. 


Federation of the Rhodesias and Nyasaland 


There are four active SCM groups in African secondary schools and 
teacher training colleges in the Bulawayo district of Southern Rhodesia. 
While Bible study is the core of their work, they also give much time to social 
service work in the community. Annual conferences have been very successful, 
and last September a leaders’ conference for those engaged in Christian 
teaching was held. SCM leaders stress the importance of the organization 
of branches in the young University of Rhodesia and Nyasaland in Salisbury, 


and the teacher training college near Bulawayo, and it is hoped that the visit 


of Inga-Brita Castrén will encourage them and sympathetic members of 
staff in both places to go ahead with the development of this work. q 

The SCM in Northern Rhodesia held a successful conference at Easter 
1959, and another is planned for 1960. Both this Movement and the Christian — 
student group at the government teacher training college at Domasi, Nyasaland, 
have expressed a great interest in the proposed visit of Inga-Brita Castrén 
early in 1960. 


South Africa and Madagascar 


South Africa 


The Student Christian Association of South Africa has a total membership 
of 66,000 in its five sections : English-speaking, Afrikaans-speaking, Bantu, 
Coloured, and Indian. About ninety per cent of these are in schools. One 
of the highlights in its life during the past year was the Quadrennial Conference 
of the Afrikaans-speaking section held at its attractive camping site on the 
south coast of Natal in July. This conference was remarkable not only for | 
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its record attendance of 800, but also for the great interest aroused in the 
Federation’s Life and Mission of the Church program, which formed the 
theme of the meeting, and the fact that representatives of the other Sections, 
including ten non-whites, participated freely in the spiritual and social enrich- 
ment which such a conference offers. 

At the Council of the Movement following the conference it was decided 
to appoint a third Travelling Secretary for the Bantu section, whose member- 
ship is now approaching 10,000, spread over 120 branches. This appointment 
of David Mpapele, a school teacher of Northern Transvaal, who speaks 
three Bantu languages as well as English and Afrikaans, was made possible 
through generous contributions coming through the WSCF Mutual Assistance 
Program. 


Madagascar 


At the present time the SCM in Madagascar is limited to Tananarive, 
where there are about thirty pre-university institutions, but it is hoped that 
in the future it can be expanded to include the whole of the island. The great 
difficulty lies in a lack of sufficient leadership and funds. In addition to the 
high school groups in which some university students participate, there is 
also a group of medical students. The aim of the SCM is to make the young 
Malagasy students aware of the problems nosed for them by modern life, 
and this is accomplished through a study program including religious, social, 
and political subjects. The annual conferences bring together 200 to 300 
participants. Inga-Brita Castrén will visit Madagascar early in 1960.

Australia 


The geographical factor is a real one for the Australian SCM. This is a 
large country, yet it is the most urbanized in the world. SCM branches are 
widely scattered and some students have to travel up to 2,500 miles to attend 
a national conference. At present there are about 3,800 members in the 
ASCM, approximately a third university students and most of the others 
in schools. i 

Three important challenges face the ASCM. One is the rapid growth in 
universities. In 1937 there were about 10,000 students ; in 1957 there were 
nearly four times that number, and it is estimated that in the foreseeable 
future there will be seven times the number of 1937. 


The second challenge comes from the entry of the churches into the — 


university field through chaplaincies. The SCM welcomes this because of 
the vast pastoral ministry that is necessary, but is also aware of the danger 
of autonomous denominational groupings in the universities. It sees its task 
as that of co-operation with chaplains in their pastoral work, yet ever pointing 
to the need for an ecumenical approach to witness in the universities. 
The third challenge arises from the growing realization that Australia 
has a European heritage but an Asian destiny. For the sensitive Movement 
member in Australia this has searching implications. “The gap between 
Australia’s prosperity and Asia’s poverty is widening. The challenge of the 
participation of the Australian churches in the East Asia Christian Conference 


and the presence of numerous Asian students in Australia will increasingly 
occupy the ASCM. 
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The next annual conference, at Adelaide, January 1960 will be on “The 
Church in Urban Society” with Bible study and expositions on the Epistle 
to the Colossians. This will be very much a Life and Mission of the Church 
conference and will be breaking new ground for both the SCM and _ the 
churches. 

While some good work is done with the SCM in Schools, there is a great 
need for expansion in this field. So far this has been held up through lack 
of finance. 

Senior Branches of the Movement at present are concentrating on the 
Rangoon report on “The Form and Nature of the Congregation”. The 
other three Rangoon reports have also become the basis for study by several 
graduate groups. The thinking of these groups will be brought into the 
national conference and thus become part of the whole Movement. 


Burma 


The SCM of Burma has grown very much recently, from 300 to over 1,000 
members. There are now seven branches, in Rangoon University, at the 
Medical, Teacher Training, Divinity, and Technical Training Colleges, at 
Mandalay University, and the Intermediate College of Moulmein. Plans 
are being made to organize three more, in the-near future, in two intermediate 
colleges and a military academy. The Movement was host to the WSCF 
Life and Mission of the Church conference heid in Rangoon at Christmas 
1959. 


China 


University and high school students in China are organized in local parishes 
and form part of the YMCA and YWCA. The Movement found it impossible 
to send representatives to the WSCF conference at Rangoon, and the Federa- 
tion Executive Committee recorded its sense of loss due to their absence. 
However, we are grateful for the several occasions on which members of the 
Federation have been able to talk with leaders of the Chinese Movement 
who were attending meetings in other countries and to learn that the SCM 
there is very much alive and trying to carry on its witness among Chinese 
students. 


Ceylon 


The SCM in Ceylon has to work today amid steadily increasing religious 
and ethnic tensions. The island has lived through many political and social 
upheavals in the past year, and its greatest need is for peace and stability. 
Notwithstanding this turmoil, the Movement has considerably enlarged its 
sphere of work. The student population is constantly growing. The recent 
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elevation to university status of two Buddhist Pirivenas has brought the total 
to six. In addition to its work in the university and professional colleges, — 
carried on by a full-time General Secretary and several honorary officers, 
the SCM has a vital interest in the development of schools work throughout _ 
the island. This is a very important field, especially in light of the political _ 
future of all Christian schools. The revival of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment and the work of the University and Political Commissions have been 
of great help to the local unions. The recently organized Senior Friends’ — 
Fellowship of the SCM, in addition to its major concern of stabilizing the 
Movement’s finances, has developed a life of its own and supports the total 
work of the church. 

The regular (English) publications of the SCM now include a half-yearly 
journal, The Pilgrim, the Quarterly News Sheet, three Prayer Calendars, 
and the annual reports of the Movement for 1957-59, entitled Great eee 
tions and The Creative Remnant. 

Perhaps the greatest need of the SCM is to enter on an extensive program — 
of work in the vernacular. Substantial resources of money and personnel 
will be required for this purpose, but if it isnot undertaken speedily, the mission 
of the Movement will unavoidably be frustrated. 
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The SCM of Hong Kong, with headquarters at the Student Christian 
Centre, continues to carry on a co-ordinated program of activities for the 
500 Christian students in the nine post-secondary Chinese colleges. The 
fifth annual summer conference on the theme, ‘“‘A Whole Person in a Frag- 
mented Society”, brought together over 100 participants, half of them non- 
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SCM group at the Student Christian Centre, Hong Kong 
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Christians. Their plans for the coming year’s program include several con- 
ferences, monthly student worship services prepared by the college branches 
in turn and with participation of an SCM choir, religious lectures in the 
Student Centre, and weekly program activities in the individual branches, 
with a study program on what is the SCM and the WSCF. 


India 


The silver jubilee of the SCMs of India, Burma, Pakistan, and Ceylon 
will be celebrated in 1960. For the Indian SCM this will be a period of univer- 
sity mission. It is now carrying on activities in the twelve provincial areas, 
with an average of twelve local unions in each. There is a headquarters staff 
of five full-time Secretaries, and the work in the provinces is co-ordinated 
by volunteer honorary Secretaries. More staff is urgently needed to expand 
the work among the more than one million students now in Indian universities. 

The SCM bases its activities on a five-point program : church membership, 
worship, study, evangelism, and social action. Varied activities are under- 
taken in connection with each, including participation in local congregational 
life, SCM worship services, study groups, village teaching and evangelism, 
student evangelism, leprosy clinics, and the study of social-economic-political 
problems, but the hope is to help each student see his Christian vocation 
as a member of the university community, and not to pull him away to compet- 
ing interests. The SCM also publishes a monthly newspaper, Aikya, and a 
bi-annual magazine, Darshan. 

The SCM has committed itself to a three-year project on ““The Life and 
Mission of the Church’’ and three two-week summer colleges on this subject 
were held in 1959. This is largely a study-teaching project.. They write: 


Frank Engel, WSCF Secretary, with a group of Indonesian students 


“It arose out of our self-questioning : ‘What is the mission of the SCM today ? 
How do we fulfil our mission?’ As we asked these. questions, within the 
wider fellowship of the WSCF, we realized our need of new Bible study and 
new study of the social revolution in India, so that God may show us what 
is the mission of the Church today and our part in it. With study will go 
prayer that leads into action.” 

The Student Volunteer Fellowship of the SCM brings together those who 
have decided to offer themselves to the full-time work of the Church, and the 
Theological Students’ Fellowship affords these students an opportunity for 
study and discussion of theological questions and problems within the life 
of the church. The University Teachers’ Committee has as its purpose “to 
link up the Christian university teachers in India in a vital fellowship of prayer 
and thought to help them to gain a clearer sense of vocation and a fuller 
vision of their tasks.” 


Indonesia 


The new Executive Committee of the SCM in Indonesia, the GMKI, is 
made up entirely of students, and its. new General Secretary is also doing 
part-time graduate work. In fact, the Movement has no full-time staff members 
this year, which means that it must depend upon its members to carry on 
many of its activities. The General Secretary is planning to visit soon the 
many branches outside the island of Java, for the tremendous distances 
within and between the islands make it. difficult to maintain contact with all 
member groups. Eight GMKI members attended the WSCF Rangoon con- 
ference in January, and three WSCF staff members visited there following 
the meeting. 

The GMKI will celebrate its tenth anniversary in 1960, and Ken Shiozuki 
and Bob Bates hope to participate. The Movement is making plans to have 
a student pastor from abroad to serve in one of the university centres, and 
for a leadership training course early next year. They have an extensive 
publications program including a student paper, Ut Omnes Unum Sint, booklets 
for the Life and Mission. of the Church study, for the Day of Prayer, and for 
the tenth anniversary celebrations, Bible study material for the branches, 
a Handbook which describes their local and national program, and Credo, 
a more scholarly journal which is published twice a year. 


Japan 
Japanese Christian students are becoming increasingly alive to the reality 
| of their participation in a world student Christian fellowship. Sharing in 


the Federation Life and Mission of the Church program and participation 
in the WSCF Rangoon conference, visits from Ken Shiozuki, Charles Long, 
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Committee for the Life and Mission of the Church study, Japan 


and Frank Engel, the response of American SCMs to the request of the 
Japanese SCM for Mutual Assistance funds —all these have contributed 
to this fresh realization. A concrete evidence of this was the student request 
for a “Federation evening” at this year’s annual summer conference. After 
intercessory prayers for other member Movements of the Federation, an 
offering was taken for its work. This procedure may be normal for most 
Movements, but in Japan it is something new. 


A study and publication program related to the WSCF Life and Mission 


-of the Church project is being developed by the SCM, which is made up of 


the Student YMCA and YWCA. A central committee of thirty-five, represent- 
ing the churches and the Y’s, and regional study committees of pastors, faculty, 
students, and student workers, are responsible for its development. A quar- 
terly study magazine, The Christian Student, will include Bible study materials 
and articles on the particular relevance of the LMC program for Japan. A 
conference for 100 ministers, professors, and student workers to re-examine 
the missionary task of the Church and the role of the laity in it in Japan is 
planned for February 1960. The Movement writes: ‘““We hope God’s spirit 
will enable us to move beyond the anti-church tendency or complacency among 
some elements of the SCM and the clericalism of some churches into a fuller 
realization of the work and mission of the whole people of God.” 


Two Study Secretaries have been appointed to give direction to this program, 
the Rev. In Ha Lee of Korea and the Rev. Newton Thurber of the United 
States. It is believed that in addition to his direct contribution, the presence 
of a Korean pastor as an SCM staff member will be a reconciling factor in 
Korean-Japanese student relationships. As a result of this Life and Mission 
of the Church program, the Student YMCA and YWCA and the student 
work concern of the churches have found a common focus for their commit- 
ment, and it is hoped that in the future this commitment may find a more 
permanent structural expression. 
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Korea 


. The Korean Student Christian Council, which will ensure co-operation 
in relation to national conferences, leadership training, publications, and 
staff travel, between the Student YMCA and YWCA and the Korean SCM, 
was formed in July 1959. Already plans have been made for publication 
of study material, periodicals and leaflets, and the Life and Mission of the 
Church program has been adopted as a major project. Interest in this program 
has increased greatly since it was first introduced at the Student Y regional 
conferences in 1958. A national summer conference of the Student Y on 
“The Mission of the Korean Church Today” was held in 1959, and now the 
KSCC is to carry on the study on a nation-wide basis. Leading theologians 
and church people are also showing interest, and the National Council of 
Churches has offered substantial financial aid. The University Teachers’ 
Committee is also expected to join in the study. 
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Malaya 


With a medical doctor still acting as General Secretary, this SCM carries 
on with the support of its members and senior friends. Ken Shiozuki will 
visit them during his trip to Asia, with the hope of helping them find a full-time 
General Secretary, for the needs are very great. There are possibilities for 
any number of branches in secondary schools, as well as for an expanded 
program in the branches already established in the University of Malaya, 
Singapore, the Technical College in Kuala Lumpur, the Teachers’ Training 
College in Penang, and the newly organized branch in the University of 
Malaya, Kuala Lumpur. If a trained man can be found, they will be able 
to take advantage of all these many opportunities for development. 


New Zealand 


The New Zealand SCM has branches in four universities, in one of the 


two agricultural colleges, and in six teachers’ colleges. There are also thirty 
branches in secondary schools, and in each of the four main centres, Auckland, 
Wellington, Christchurch, and Dunedin, there is a committee which organizes 
inter-school activities including schools which do not have an SCM branch. 
Four graduate groups meet in different parts of the country, bringing together 
ex-SCM members for occasional study and discussion. The Movement also 
runs a Bookroom and does spasmodic work among theological students. 
National conferences held annually include two study conferences, one for 
university and one for teachers’ college students, a General Committee, and 
a summer conference to which between 100 and 200 students come each year. 


Life in the Movement, which is evangelistic and church-centred in aim, — 


is exciting and rewarding for those who have eyes to.see. The university 
branches are meeting a good response to their work, which suggests an increas- 
ing interest in the faith. One indication of this is the increasing number of 
science students who are members of branches. Teachers’ college groups 
are small but alert, and have been greatly helped this year by having a teachers’ 
college Secretary and their first study conference. The SCM in Schools is 
growing rapidly now that there is a full-time Secretary for this work. The 
WSCF program on the Life and Mission of the Church has been helpful 


in national conferences ‘and branch study program. One conference in 1959 


_ studied Hendrik Kraemer’s A Theology of the Laity, and the Movement 
writes that “it would be difficult to overestimate the relevance of the new 
thinking on the laity to our present SCM’. 


Pakistan 


The SCM of Pakistan now has a full-time General Secretary, Ian Bennett 
of Great Britain, and the Movement is beginning to expand. Contacts have 
been made with three new centres in West Pakistan, and there is hope of a 
Movement in East Pakistan. During the summer of 1959 a study camp on 
Islam was held, and this has provoked a great deal of discussion on the life 
and mission of the Pakistan church. At the end of 1960, Pakistan will be host 
to the triennial conference of India, Ceylon, and Pakistan, and this event 
could mark another step forward for the Movement. Meanwhile, the greatest 
needs are for further expansion in order to keep in touch with Christian 
students scattered in many areas; for study material relevant to Pakistani 


students, and above all, for a young Pakistani graduate to train as future 
General Secretary of the Movement.

Philippines 


The SCM in the Philippines will constitute itself a national organization 
at a Constituting Assembly at Camp Higher Ground, Iloilo, December 28, 
1959 to January 2, 1960. The few local units that after the war spontaneously 
organized themselves into the first SCM, have increased to the thirty-five 
branches which will send official delegates to the Assembly. Observers from 
several branches in the process of organization will also attend. 

The Philippines is a country of many schools. In Manila alone there are 
about forty colleges and universities. Apart from its basic work of witness 
among students, the SCM has started work among university and college 
professors, theological students, and high school students. Three regional 
conferences on the Life and Mission of the Church were held in 1958 in prepara- 
tion for the WSCF Rangoon conference. Most of 1959 has been devoted to 
strengthening the local branches, preparatory work for the Constituting 
Assembly, and the organization of regional co-ordinating councils. The 
staff is made up of two Secretaries both stationed in Manila. 
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The Movement needs all possible material and spiritual support as it ~ 


faces the problems and difficulties of an infant national organization. It — 


needs especially material and literature for the promotion and stabilization 
of its national program, and additional travelling and regional Secretaries 
to interpret and co-ordinate its work in this country of more than seven 
thousand islands. 


Thailand 


Almost one hundred students and staff live in the Student Christian Centre 
of the Church of Christ in Thailand, in Bangkok. Its purpose 'is “To conserve 
and develop the commitment to Jesus Christ of Christian students and to 
prepare them for places of leadership in the Church... (and to) project and 


effect plans to attract and win other students to Jesus Christ. This is to be 
accomplished by a program of worship, study, and social activities carried — 


on in the midst of wholesome and healthful living facilities.”” Daily chapel 


services are led by its students, who also supply leadership for local churches, 


and conduct monthly services in a leper colony and in nearby villages. As 
part of a work scholarship program students work with children at the Chris- 
tian Community Centre and also in its clinic; others do therapy work with 


pas le So 


hospitalized crippled children. While seventy-five per cent of the resident — 


Centre community must always be Christian, almost all of the non-resident 
students who participate in its various activities are Buddhists. A well-stocked 
library is used by about 150 students. 


The YMCA and YWCA co-operate in the work of the Centre, and several 
of its students have worked with the YWCA during the past year, after follow- 


ing a special training course provided by the Y. The Southern Baptist Church . 


also conducts an English language institute for students in Bangkok. 


Vietnam 


Vietnamese students describe their greatest problem as the uncertain 
future of their country. Twelve members of the small Evangelical Church 
were studying in universities last year, and this year there are twenty in Vietnam 
and several overseas, with a growing number coming up through the various 
secondary schools. Both church and ‘student leaders ask eagerly for the 
prayers and concern of Christian students abroad, as they seek to work out 


their Christian responsibility in the two universities of Hué and Saigon, as 
well as in the secondary schools. 
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Austria 


k The “Austrian” SCM is in reality almost an “international’’ Movement, 
_ for it includes a group of Hungarian students in Vienna, and a Norwegian 
group in Graz, and the majority of the members in Innsbruck are Germans. 
This gives some idea of the opportunities, as well as the difficulties, facing eee 
this small Movement, which has only one part-time Secretary. However, SH 
the SCM receives help from the church through the four student pastors pce. 
who support its work. The SCM is co-operating with the Roman Catholic ite 
student group in their common concern to help foreign students. At present : ] 
plans are under way for an SCM student hostel in Vienna which would house e: 
some students as well as provide headquarters and meeting rooms. af) 


Belgium 


The Belgian SCM has three branches: in Gand, Brussels, and Liége. aa 
Because of the minority situation of Protestants in this country, these groups 
are very small, and each one has its own special character and leads an inde- 
pendent life. The branch at Gand, in the Flemish section of the country, is 
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perhaps the most active, and is recognized by the university. It organizes, 
within the university itself, public meetings to which many non-Protestant 


students are invited. The Brussels group has no official status in the university - 


which is secular. However, it has numerous contacts with the students and 
tries to maintain a dialogue with them on the relationships of the faith to 
the problems of intellectual life. The group at Liége has resumed its activity 
after two years of difficulties caused by a lack of leadership. It shared with 
the group in Brussels in a weekend of study and meditation to inaugurate 
the new academic year. 

The SCM co-ordinates the activities of these groups and offers them spir- 
itual, and if necessary, material help. News of the groups and of WSCF 
activities is published in a bi-monthly bulletin. 


Denmark 


The new SCM House in Copenhagen has made possible the expansion 
of the work of the Danish Movement. After collecting money for more 
than a year, they now have club rooms with a library, radio, piano, and a 
kitchen for the use of the students. The Secretary has a small flat in the home, 
and there is also an office for the SCM. Every Sunday evening there is an 
“open house” for foreign students in Copenhagen, and posters are printed 
each month giving information about activities for them. The Christian Group 
for Medical Students, which has existed for about fifty years, has now 


become part of the SCM. Although the Movement has found that interest in 


summer conferences is decreasing, their winter conferences, centred recently on 
the Life and Mission of the Church theme, have been growing. 

The summer conferences of the SCM in Schools have been very successful, 
and this work is steadily expanding. During the past year the Lutheran SCM 
in High Schools, under the sponsorship of the YMCA and YWCA, has entered 
the National Council of the Danish SCM, thus making possible a close link 
between the SCM and the SCMHS. 


Finland 


The Finnish SCM is composed of thirteen member branches in universities 
and high schools in the capital, Helsinki, and other cities. The youngest 
branches are in the military training college and the commercial high school. 
The branches work independently with voluntary, lay staff. Consequently, 


the students carry the greatest responsibility for the activities such as Bible 


study, choirs, speakers, study groups on mission and on politics, etc. The 
activities led by the three student pastors are increasing. 

_The SCM conference centre at Teiniharju celebrated its tenth anniversary 
this past summer by the completion of a chapel. This building was constructed 
mainly by an ecumenical work camp. Work among high school students 
has been growing, and several camps have been held for them. However, 
more workers are needed. 

A growing number of university summer courses are now offered in Finland, 
and the SCM staff has visited them and arranged Bible study and discussion 
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groups. For the third time a special summer-study conference was organized, 
and the number of participants has steadily increased. The Life and Mission 
of the Church theme has strongly influenced the SCM study activities. 

The Finnish SCM has warm relations with the small Orthodox Student 
Movement of Finland, and the two Movements always celebrate together 
the Universal Day of Prayer for Students. 


France 


In common with all other SCMs throughout the world, the French Fédé 
is occupied with preparations for the Strasbourg conference, but for it the 
meeting is of particular significance, because it will be the host Movement. 
This is also the year of the Fédé’s National Congress, to be held April 10-13, 
in Montpellier, and in view of the Strasbourg conference, it has been decided 
to give this Congress a special character by inviting a large number of students 
from other Movements based in France (the Malagasy, the African, and the 
Russian Orthodox) and also representatives of other SCMs of “‘Latin Europe” 
— Belgium, French-speaking Switzerland, Italy, Spain, and Portugal. The 
Congress theme, ““The Task of the Church in a Post-Christian Civilization’, 
is directly related to that of the Strasbourg conference. A number of commis- 
sions in the Fédé and the other Movements mentioned above are already 
at work on its preparation. 

In addition, the Fédé is still giving much attention to the plan for the 
construction of a student centre and chapel at the Cité Universitaire in Paris. 
This project has taken on new dimensions and now envisages the inclusion of a 
Protestant intellectual centre and a centre for theological research.

Since September the Fédé has been engaged in a completely new and 


very important field of work in the teacher training colleges, one of the 
strongholds of French secularism in the narrowest sense of that word. 

A number of members of the Fédé have participated in the activities of 
the many organizations working among North Africans in France, for the 
most part doing social work in the bidonvilles and over-crowded sections 
of the large French cities. The participation of its members in the Algerian 
war during their twenty-seven months of compulsory military service poses 
heavy problems for the conscience of the Movement. In co-operation with 


other Protestant youth movements, it has published a small pamphlet to help — 


young people in uniform in Algeria to render there their difficult and necessary 
witness to the Lord of Reconciliation. 


Germany 


The Evangelische Studentengemeinde in Deutschland is facing growing 
difficulties in maintaining contact between the two areas of Germany in which 
Christian student congregations are alive. New and vigorous efforts have 


helped towards a real growth in spiritual and intellectual unity in the past 


year, but technical difficulties in discovering and expressing this together 
have also been growing. Nevertheless, a number of successful meetings have 
been possible, particularly a summer conference in Wittenberg in the DDR. 

New areas of activity have been opened up in the promising attempt to 
extend work into engineering colleges and similar institutions, which number 
more than 400 in West Germany alone. Already there are about fifteen new 
local branches. The number of foreign students now studying in the Federal 
Republic has increased to 18,000 or one-sixth of the total student population. 
A preparatory conference for the World Teaching Conference at Strasbourg 
is planned for Pentecost 1960. 


Great Britain 


For the first time this year there are more than 100,000 students in British 
universities, and a rapidly expanding number in teacher training colleges and 


in colleges of technology. The British SCM counts its loose and diverse — 


membership as about 10,000 spread over these and other institutions. The 
Movement is increasingly concerned about the vast number of students coming 
from overseas. The Industrial Department is hoping to extend its work in 
the technical colleges. Students are more religious, we are told, but many 
of those who are, are members of denominational societies, whose recent 
increase is creating in some places problems of structure and relationship. 
The vast majority of students, however, are not touched by any of them, 
and the SCM sees its primary vocation as an advance party of the Church 
in direct contact with the secular world.

Research into the prayer 
life of the Movement has revealed many weaknesses and much theological

uncertainty, but has also opened up new possibilities. Work is now proceeding 
on a new Manual of Prayer specially written for students. 

Despite a generally apathetic atmosphere among students towards foreign 
missions, and indeed international politics (the wide concern about Central 
Africa is the chief of several exceptions), the Life and Mission of the Church 
program is meeting with an encouraging response. Many groups were busy 
with it last year and many more are now using the WSCF study outlines. 

The SCM in Schools continues to expand rapidly, and this year is starting 
to work in what are called ‘“‘secondary modern’”’ schools, where the majority 
of British children are educated. 


Greece 


There are two Movements in Greece, affiliated to the WSCF through 
a Co-ordinating Committee and also related to Syndesmos through which 
they have contact with Orthodox youth in other countries. 

The Student Christian Union and the Student Christian Association 
both work within the framework of the Orthodox Church and provide leader- 
ship for its youth movements. The Student Christian Union, which carries 
on an extensive evangelistic work among students in the universities in Athens 
and Salonika, and the secondary and teacher training colleges, was created 
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within the framework of the Zoé Brotherhood, an evangelistic lay movement _ : 
among young. people, workers, and professional men. The Student Christian 


Association had its origins in the other Orthodox youth organization, the 


Christian Orthodox Union. The two Movements carry on a wide range of — 


activities including the organization of liturgies which offer students an 
opportunity to participate in the sacramental life of the Church ; missionary 
and evangelistic work both inside and outside the universities and schools ; 
teaching in the Sunday schools; the organization of lectures on the Christian 
faith especially for non-Christians, and the care of sick and poor students. 

The Movements celebrate together the Universal Day of Prayer for Students 
through a special student liturgy held in the cathedral, and by visits to student 
hospitals and the publication of special literature. 


\ 


Italy 


The nature of Evangelical student work in Italy is determined by two 


factors : (1) the minority position of the Evangelicals (about one per thousand ~ 
of the population), which means that there are so few young people that they. 


are completely absorbed by parish youth work, and it is therefore difficult 
to form an Evangelical student organization ; (2) the general situation of the 


country which is characterized by an alliance between the Roman Catholic 


Church and the economic and political powers. It is fashionable, and indeed 
useful, to profess a certain “‘Christianity’’. However, while official ““Christian”’ 
culture seems to be very backward and limited, the most vital sections of the 


Italian intellectual world are generally made up of laymen, sceptics, or professed _ 
atheists. Evangelical students are therefore faced with serious problems: — 


on the one hand, a “‘political’’ Christianity, and on the other their contact, 
and sometimes collaboration, with cultural and political movements outside 
the Church, and often unbelieving. 

The work of the Italian SCM must therefore be primarily one of training 
and common search. What is the meaning, and what are the commitments, of a 
profession of Christian faith, free of all compromise with political power, 


in the contemporary world? This is the central question of this research, — 


which is not undertaken in a “closed” way, or en famille, but in brotherly 
co-operation with non-Evangelical students. The conference centre at Agapé 


provides a wonderful setting for this research, and SCM camps were held — 


there in 1957 and 1959; and another is planned for 1960.- In addition small 


groups of students gather in Rome, Florence, and Turin during the winter y 


months, to carry on study in preparation for the camps. The material produced — 


last summer on the theme, ‘‘The Theological Foundations of Political Cath- — 


olicism’’, will be published in the coming months. 


Netherlands 


The two Movements in the Netherlands, the NCSV and VCSB, are related 


to the Federation through a Joint Committee and are both participating in~ 


the Life and Mission of the Church program, A joint leaders’ conference 
in connection with this was held in October, and two special publications 
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as an aid to Bible study are being produced. The two Movements will celebrate 


together the Universal Day of Prayer for Students in 1960. 

The NCSV is concerned about the need for ecumenical student parishes, 
and a brochure on this subject, with articles by leading theologians and several 
students, has been published. They are also planning a small training program 
for students working in factories in Rotterdam in May and June, 1960. There 
will be lectures and discussions in the evening and over weekends. 

Both Netherlands Movements have work among high school students, 
with an extensive summer camp program. About 2,000 boys and girls took 
part in NCSV camps this past summer, led by about 600 student members. 

Perki, the Christian Indonesian Student Association in the Netherlands, 
organized last year a conference in Germany for ninety Indonesian students 
studying in Germany, Czechoslovakia, Austria, the DDR, and the Netherlands, 
and is planning a similar conference on “Faith and Science” to be held near 
Frankfurt, Germany, at Christmas. These conferences are very important 
in helping to make these future Christian leaders conscious of their respon- 
sibilities while abroad and in their future work in their own land. 


Norway 


The Norwegian SCM has work among both university and high school 


» students in Oslo and Bergen, and three new assistant Secretaries have recently 


been appointed for work in high schools in Oslo. In both cities they have 
their own SCM House, and the new ice cream and grill bar in the Oslo House 
has been so successful that they have been able to appoint two new SCM 
Secretaries, one in Trondheim and one in Oslo. They also hope in this way 
to increase their contribution to the Federation. Another grill bar is being 
planned for the SCM House in Bergen. 

About 100 high school students attended the traditional winter camp 
of the Bergen branch and about seventy a similar camp organized by the 
Oslo SCM. Both branches also held summer camps, and Oslo held a work 
camp for two week in July. 


Portugal and Spain 


During the recent visit of Mauricio Lopez, WSCF Secretary, to Portugal, 
a meeting was held at the theological seminary in Carcavelos to try to recon- 
stitute the SCM. It reviewed the student situation and drew up a plan for 
a new stage in student work in that country. There is at present a small SCM 
group in Lisbon, and it is hoped that another may soon be formed in Porto. 
Their great need is to break out of their isolation and make contact with 
SCMs in other countries. The French SCM has invited members of these 
groups and also some Spanish students to attend their national Congress 


to be held in Montpellier in the spring, and it is hoped that they will also 
be able to send representatives to the WSCF Strasbourg conference. 


There are a few Evangelical students in Spain, and the fact that more and 
more Latin American Evangelicals are going there to study means that their 
numbers are growing. It is hoped that in the future increased contact can be 
established between them and Protestant students in other countries of Europe. 
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Russian SCM outside Russia 


The Russian SCM outside Russia is not an exclusively student Movement, 
since they make up only approximately half its membership, the rest being 
composed of children, high school pupils, and graduates, It is Orthodox 
in confession and the majority of its members are Russians, born, for the 
most part, in France. Recently a French-speaking group was organized, 
and it has doubled its membership in two months. 

The RSCM has in Paris an active membership of 250, but touches many 
more students and young people through its various activities. These include 
study circles of several kinds — biblical, liturgical, patriotic, philosophical, 
ecumenical, literary, theatrical — which meet twice monthly with member- 
ship varying from ten to thirty-five ; two conferences a year with about 350 
participants each ; educational camps for children and students in the summer 
(six weeks), Christmas (two weeks), and Easter (ten days); the publication 
of a review for French-speaking Orthodox entitled Messager, and visits to the 
provinces to contact Russian Orthodox youth. A conference is held jointly 
with the British SCM every year, and members of the Movement also partic- 
ipate in WSCF and other student conferences. It is also related to Syndesmos, 
the organization which co-ordinates all Orthodox youth work. 


Sweden 


There are two Movements in Sweden, the SCM of the Church of Sweden 
and the Free Church SCM, affiliated to the Federation through a United 
Committee. They are both participating very actively in the Federation 
Life and Mission of the Church program, with a full-time Secretary provided 
by the Swedish Mission Board leading the joint study. A conference was held 
in November to study ways to integrate this work with that of the local con- 
gregations. They have published a booklet, Some Perspectives, with articles 
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on “Students and Missions’, ‘Missions as the Student’s Task and Respon- 
sibility”, and “The Afro-Asian Student Scene”, and also a study outline on 
Bishop Newbigin’s book, One Body, One Gospel, One World. They are planning 
a Christmas conference based on the World Council of Churches’ study on 
“The Common Christian Responsibility for Areas of Rapid Social Change’’. 

In addition, the SCM of the Church of Sweden has held a variety of con- 
ferences during the past year including a winter conference at Sigtuna on 
the Christian responsibility in a welfare state for those who do not fall into 
the normal categories and are therefore often neglected; a weekend for 
theologizns ; a social study week which brought together students and workers, 
and a weekend conference on the place and role of the laity, out of which 
it is hoped a special organization for senior members will develop. 


Switzerland 


The Student Christian Movement of Switzerland is a “Movement” only 
on paper. In reality, each of the four groups in French-speaking Switzerland 
and the three in the German-speaking section has its own life. The latter are 
organized on the “‘student congregation’ pattern. It is no exaggeration to 
say that each group is in itself a ““Movement”, whose aim is to witness 
within its own university according to its own gifts and strength. We 
talk a great deal about the “‘unity and diversity’ of Switzerland: the same 
applies to the SCM. The various groups have little contact with each other. 
A national congress is held in the spring and a congress for the French-speaking 
section in the autumn. It was decided at a meeting of university student pastors 
and representatives of the various groups to centre the work for the year 
1959-60 on the theme of the Montpellier Congress of the French SCM, ‘“‘The 
Task of the Church in a Post-Christian Civilization”, and on the theme of 
the WSCF World Teaching Conference to be held in Strasbourg, ‘“‘Christ’s 
Ministry to the World and Our Calling Today’’.

Eastern Europe 


Elizabeth Adler has recently been able to visit Czechoslovakia and Poland, 
and to make contacts with Christian leaders there. In this and in other ways ~ 
the Federation is making every effort to secure the participation of young 
Christians from Eastern Europe in the Strasbourg Conference. ; 


Middle East 
Lebanon 


The Student Christian Association in Beirut which has resulted from the 
work of the University Christian Centre now involves between 200 and 300 
college and university students from all over the Middle East, studying in 
the American University, Haigazian College, the Near East School of Theology, 
and Beirut College for Women. The Centre has sponsored a series of study — 
conferences on “Christian Responsibility in Today’s World” and on “The ~ 
Life and Mission of the Church’’. Faculty Christian Fellowship meetings 
on “Vocation in Higher Education” and ‘“‘The Life and Mission of the Church” 
have brought together about 100 faculty members from these colleges. The — 
Centre also includes a hostel for fifty-three men, with dormitory, dining hall, — 
student government, and activities of worship, study, and fellowship. 


The Orthodox Student Movement also has branches in the American — 


University in Beirut, in the French University, and at the Academy of Lebanon. 


Egypt 


The student work of the Coptic Church of Egypt is part of its youth work. — 
There are many student groups organized in the churches around the univer- — 
sities in Cairo, Assuit, and Alexandria. Their principal activity is in their ~ 
Bible classes, in which the members both study the Bible and learn to lead 
Bible study. The members also give much time to calling on other students 
to encourage their participation in the study and social life of the groups. 
Many go from these groups into the villages to teach Sunday school, and they 
also do rural evangelism on a wide scale. 

This fall a new Coptic Youth Centre was opened near the University of 
Cairo. The foundation was laid by an ecumenical work camp, and when 
it is completed it will have room for 160 men students, a meeting hall which — 
holds 300, a library, and a dining room. According to Orthodox practice, — 
the chapel will be on the top floor, so nothing will be on.top of it. There are — 
also hostels for girls at several universities. 

In addition to the church groups, there are others organized in the univer- 
sity faculties which are known as the “Family of St. Luke”. Their particular 


emphasis is on Christian vocation, and they include Protestants, Catholics, — 
and Orthodox. 
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AMERICA

Canada 


Local branches of the SCM exist in three-quarters of the non-Roman 
Catholic universities of Canada — eighteen in all. National and local staff 
total twenty-two, with two of the national staff in charge of the book sales 
department, which began in a small way eight years ago and is now the 
best theological bookstore in Canada. 

Worship is a regular part of the SCM program, and Bible study is basic, 
but there are also study and discussion groups and lectures on race relations, 
politics, science, the Church — indeed, whatever the students desire. All 
branches sponsor one to three conferences a year, and at irregular intervals 
they join with other Christian bodies to hold University Christian Missions, 
during which teams of speakers are invited into the university in an attempt 
to confront every student with the claims of Jesus Christ. 

A national study conference in the fall 1959 on the theme, “The Church 
for the World’’, was related to the WSCF Life and Mission of the Church 
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program, and the Canadian SCM is joining with the NSCF in the United — 


States in the Quadrennial Conference at Christmas. Preparatory and follow-up — 


material for these meetings is being published as study material for the Move-- 


ment. 


One of the most vigorous and creative activities is the Summer Project 


program. In Canada all students have a four to five month vacation, and — 


most find jobs to earn money. Since 1945 the SCM has organized projects 
in industry, mental hospitals, agriculture, and other fields, in which twenty 


carry on a program of study in the evening, seeking to relate their faith to 
the world in general and their jobs in particular. 


Another important development is the Graduate Register. Students fill 
in a card stating, “I am concerned about God’s purpose for the world and. 


am trying to make my choice of vocation in terms of this concern”. A record 
of their qualifications and interest is made, and they are kept informed of the 
vocational needs of the Church. 


United States 


The most significant event in the life of the student Christian movement 
in the United States was undoubtedly the formation of the National Student 
Christian Federation through the merger of the United Student Christian 
Council, the Student Volunteer Movement, and the Interseminary Movement. 
A brief article describing the aim, structures, and plans for the future of the 
new NSCF was published in the last issue of Federation News. Among the 
more important projects on which its leaders are working and which should 


be supported by the intercessions of fellow Movements around the world, — 


are the following : 


— the follow-up of the 18th Quadrennial Conference on the World Mission 


of the Church, December 27-January 2, 1960, at Athens, Ohio; 


— the Life and Mission of the Church study being pursued on more 


than 100 campuses ; 


— aprogram of study, prayer, and witness which will seek better to prepare a 


students for missionary service ;

— expanded work among foreign students ;

Through its Mutual Assistance 
Program the Federation provides an 
opportunity for Christian organiza- 
tions and individuals to share in its 
international, regional, and national 
life.

However, this appeal should not lead 
any group or person contributing 
to the Federation international pro- 
gram to discontinue or reduce this 


general contribution, but only to 


help to secure additional funds. We 
should also emphasize that the 
amount requested for any Movement 
is only a part of its total budget.
